Kroxvux, Ia., May 7.-—[Speciai. |—Whatever 
danger existed froin a flood in this vicinity is 
believed to have passed now. The river here 
is dt a standstill and the Des Moines is slowly 
receding. Thé report has been circulated that 
Alexandria, Mo., had been flooded by the Des 
Moines River breaking and letting the water 
in on the city. The reportis unfounded. 
The Alexandria bottoms are flooded, however, 
and water is running over the rail- 
road tracks south of the Des Moines 
River bridge and covers the low lands on the 
Towa side. The water in the bottoms is from 
the Fox River and there is some apprehension 
felt about the bridge over that stream. The 
levee that protects Alexandria can stand a 
rise of over a foot without any deuger to the 
city; ut is not probable that this will occur, 
however. No feeling of insecurity is felt by 
the residents of Alexandria and life is going 
on the same as ever except that there is a little 
inconvenience to those wishing to go out of 
the city in the bottom lands. Un account of

its No. 4 south of Keokuk tonight, 
neither was there any train from the south this 
evening nor will there be tomorrow morning.

The 
assignment of the Independent Oil company 
today seems to partially confirm recent ru- 
mors that the company was about to be ab- 
sorbed by the Standard Oil company. There 
is little doubt that this absorption has 
now taken place, but the Independent 
people are dumb on this point. At- 
torney Bunn, who transferred the 
Independent company’s property to the Inde- 
pendent Tank line, said when asked whether 
he made the purchase in the interest of the 
Standard: All the public needs to know is

Neither is the new Independent 
Tank tine an incorporated company under 
that name. The assets are estimated at 
$100,000 and liabilities $90,000.

BERING SEA TREATY SIGNED IN LONDON, 


Queen Victoria and Lord Salisbury Affix 
Their Signatures.

Loxpox, May 7.—This afternoon Minister 
Lincoln drove in a carriage to the Foreign Of- 
fice, carrying a little leather case under bis 
arm containing a copy of the Bering Sea 
treaty signed by President Harrison. A quar- 
ter of an hour later he drove back to the lega- 
tion with the little case, which then contained 
a copy of the treaty signed by Queen Victoria 
and Lord Salisbury. The actual exchange of 
ratifications occupied only two or three min- 
utes. It took place in the Secre- 
tary of State’s room overlooking St. James’ 
Park, and Lord Salisbury and Mr. Lincoln each 


signed his copy of the treaty with a new quill- 


pen. The pens, together with the blottmg-pad 
used, were placed in a special bureau for pres- 
ervation through the ages. At the conclusion 
of the formal business Lord Salisbury and the 
Minister had a short chat together, ana half 
an hour later the Prime Minister was on his 
way to Windsor Castle, where he had been 


summoned by the Queen.

COPYRIGHT RECIPROCITY DELAYED. 


The Imperial Government Objects to the 
Canadian Statute. 

Orrawa, Ont., May 7.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon Mr. Edgar 
drew attention to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the Copyright law. In 1889 an act was 
passed ‘containing many changes which were 
considered ad vantageous, yet the law was not 
in operation. True, there was a provision in 
that statute that it should not come into force 
until after a proclamation by the Governor- 
General in Council. The statute was not dis- 
allowed at the time; therefore it could not 
now be. He asked the leader of the’ House 
why it had not been placed in force. 
Under the law a Canadian publisher 
could not reprint an English copy- 
right at all, but an American 
publisher could. The American Copyright 
act of last year was most injuriousto Canadian 
authors. English authors can copyright in 
the United States; but Canadian publishers 
cannot reprint at all. There was au evident 
feeling in the press contrary to the decision of 
the Minister of Justice against American citi- 
zens taking out copyright here. He could not 
understand the cause of the difference. If an 
American came here and complied with the 
Canadian laws as a Canadian does in the 
United States he ought to be able to do what 
he desired. 

Sir John Thompson said that it was incum- 
bent on Canada to insert in the statute a 
clause submitting the putting of the act in 
force to the imperial authorities. The reason 
for this was that copyright was .one of those 
questions in which the motheg country held a 
separate policy and separate opinions as well 
as distinct relations with other countries. The 
proclamation had not been issued because the 
imperial government had not withdrawn their 
objections. The American act on this subject 
made the issue of a proclamation more desir- 
able. « He would be glad when he could state 
fully the most recent communications on the 
subject between Canada and the imperial au- 
thorities as to reciprocity in copyright. Com- 
plaints had been made on behalf of the United 
States that reciprocity had not been fairly ob- 
served by Canada, The matter was still under 
discussion, 


NORTHERN CAR SHOPS DESTROYED. 


Fire Burns Many Incompleted Cars— A Ho- 
tel Scorched, 

RossixDare, Minn., May 7.—The Northern 
Car Shups were totally destroyed by fire this 
morning. The loss will amount to $60,000; 
insurance $50,000. The electric street-cars for 
the St. Paul and Minneapolis lines are manu- 
factured in the shops, and a large number of 
cars in process of construction were destroyed. 


There were two buildings, the main one being 
200 by 300 feet in leugth. Fire was discovered 
by the watchman in the larger building about 
1:30 a. m., and in endeavoring: to extmguish 
the fire he fel) and broke his leg, but managed 
to get to the smaller building, in which there 
was a telephone, and telephoned to Minneap- 
olis for assistance. A steamer and hose-cart 
were at once loaded upon a car and sent to the 
scene of the fire, but the fire was beyond gon- 
trol long before they arrived. Both buildings 
burned. The plant was valued at $125,000 and 
will be rebuilt. 2 

Pmiapecruia, Pa., May 7.— The building 
at the northwest cortier ot Franklin and Vine 
streets owned by J. R. Applegate and used as 
a carrousel was destroyed by fire this morning. 
The loss on the building is $19,000 and on the 
flying animals, machinery, etc., $20,000. The 
insurance is $16,000. 7 

Yrsiianti, Mich., May 7.—([Special.|—The 
Hawkins House was gutted by fire at 5:30 
o’clock this morning. The origin is unknown, 
The interior of the rear portion was entirely 
destroyed from Gellar to roof. loss on 
building and furniture 1s $5,000, fully: insured, 
It will be rebuilt, Nowlin & Westfall owned 
the building. The guests escaped without in- 
jury. : 

Paaperrura, Pa., May 8.—Shortly after 
8 fire broke out in the freight-house 
of the Philadelphia and Reading at Delaware 
and Niblo streets. The building was three 
stories, about 130 feet breadth on Delaware 
avenue and about eighty feet deep. Its three 
stories were filled with freight, and upon the 
surface floor a number of freight cars full of 
goods were standing. Thefire spread rapidly, 
and despite the best efforts of the firemen the 
whole building was soon in flames. By 2 0’clock 
the structure was entirely destroyed. It is 
unpossible at this time to estimate 
but it will be heavy.

China May Exclude Americags. 


Foreign missionary circles and the Chinese’ 


colony in this city are deeply interested in the 
outcoine of the Chinese exclusion act. A 
prominent Chinaman said today that in his 
opinioh China would retaliate by ending 
all commercial relations with the United 
States. Steps had been taken to form a gen- 
eral exodus of Chinese frou this country. He 
concurred in the opinion of the Rev. Dr. A. B. 
Leonard that the work of American mission- 
aries in China would be greatly impeded by 
the exclusion act. The fear among various 
foreign missionary societies seems t, be that 
the Chinese may retaliate by expelling all 
American citizens from China, thus putting 
an end to active missionary work. There are 
between 600 and 800 Americans connected 
with the missions in China. 
Pinkham Still in Jail. 

Cell No. 20 in the Tombs prison still helds 
Charles H. Pinkham Jr., ex-President of the 
Bank of*Harlem, charged with stealing the 
bank’s funds. Pinkham hes not got a bonds- 
man.

The Duke of Westminster Says Orme Was 
Poisoned by His Enemies, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.1 

Lowpon, May 7.—The Duke of Westminster per- 
sists in his statement that Orme was maliciously 
poisoned, and he has offered £1,000 reward for such 
evidence as will convict the offender. Some lead- 
ing turfites, however, consider this sum insufficient 
and have started a subscription to raise a fund of 
£10,000 as a reward, and if there are any common- 
place rascals in the conspiracy this amount ought 
to cause the plot to be revealed. In some quar- 
ters the idea of poison obtains little credence, 
mainly on the ground of Prof. Loffler's assertion 
that all the trouble has been caused by a bad 
tooth. Against this, however, is the fact that the 
horse had been opposed in the betting market in a 
quiet, unobtrusive way, but for large amounts.even 
when everything seemed in the horse’s favor. 
Then the investigations at Kingclere make it tol- 
erably clear that one of the stable boys has been 
* got at.“ All these boys at present are under 
surveillance. but this particular one is known to 
have had communications with an unscrupulous 
betting ring and to have received a suspicious 
parcel from abroad a few days before Orme was 
attacked. There are many other awkward facts 
for the youngster to explain, but naturally the 
Duke is more anxious to get at those who con- 
ceived the villainy than to punish their tool.

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All That. Stands in the Way Is the Ex- 
Chancellor's Age Rumor That Herbert 
Is to Enter the Diplomatic Service, but 
May Decline Because of His Approach- 
ing Marriage—Italy to Retire from the 
Triple Alliance—Rudyard Kipling Se- 
verely Arraigns New Tork.

Pakts, May 7.— The most extraordinary and 
contradictory rumors have been in circula- 
tion since yesterday. it was reported yester- 
day that the Czar had definitely abandoned 
his idea of visitmg Berlin. Today, however, 
it is announced on good authority that the 
Czarowitz will soon become the husband of 
Princess Marguerite, the Emperor of Ger- 
many’s sister. 

According to another rumor, which appears 
to be well founded, a. reconciliation will soon 
take place between Emperor William and 
Bismarck, the only difficulty in the way being 
the aged ex-Chancellor’s unwillingness to re- 
sume office. The story however, 
that he will permit his son Herbert to 
enter the diplomatic service and the lat- 
ter will then be appointed Ambassador to 
Paris or Vienna. Many persons are skeptical 
as to the truth of this rumor and point with 
good reason to the fact that Count Herbert 1s 
betrothed to the young Countess Hoyos, and 
would hardly care to exchange his domestic 
happiness for a career in the diplomatic serv- 
ice, which would occupy all his time. 

Another rumor, which is more important 
than all the rest, is to the effect that Queen 
Victoria has returned to London in a discon- 
tented frame of mind on account of her fail- 
ure to meet 3 William during her stay 
at Darmstadt. It is certain that the Emperor 
refused to meet his grandma, and that, instead 
of replying to the dispatch inviting him to 
Darmstadt, he set out for Heligoland, where 
he really had no business. Moreover, his 
only reply to those persons who acted as in- 
termediaries between him and the Queen was 
that there wasno reason why he should be 
catechized by his grandmother. 

Would Not Be Reconciled. 

The fact is the Emperor desired to avoid 
every attempt toreconcile himself and the 
Empress Frederick, which was the real object 
of Queen Victoria’s stay in Germany. ‘The 


daughter, and the latter assured her that the 
Emperor’s health was much worse than the 
public suspected, and his illness. affecting as 
it did his entire system, must prove the ex- 
cuse for his conduct toward his grandmother. 

The Cabinet crisis in Italy continues to 
occupy the attention of the diplomatic world 
and it is universally admitted thata change of 

rinciples as well as of Ministers is necessary. 
e present phase of the crisis which has 
been brought about by the defeat of 
Rudini’s Ministry is still only intermedi- 
ary, and, while it will last until August or 
September, it can produce only one result 
namely: the entire rearrangement of Italian 
politics and the withdrawal of Italy from the 
Triple Alliance. At present che political 
situation engrosses public attention, and even 
the question of King Humbdert's visit to Pots- 
dam is no longer discussed. 

Such are the topics in which European 
statesmen are at present interested. I would 
like to show the plot on which these diplomat- 
ists are working, and the canvas on which the 
result of their labora will appear in the near 
future. To foresee, however, what will happen 
is impossible. How often during the last 
year has the political situation been changed! 
How pften has the peace of Europe ‘seemed to 
be threatened! How often has it appeared as 
though a mere trifle would serve to throw 
into confusion the most skrlful political com- 
binations! 

I do not believe that the peace of Europe 
will be disturbed during the present summer. 
I am cqnfident that every one is anxious for 
the maintenance of peace, but I cannot forget 
that there are still dark clouds over us and 
that even the bluest skies may suddenly be- 
come threatening and tempestuous.

Rudyard Kipling Writes His Infinite Dis- 
gust to the London “Times.” 

Loxpowx, May 7.— Rudyard Kipling, the 
novelist, sends to the Times his final. impres- 
sions of New York City. He says: 

The more I studied it the more grotesquely bad 
it grew. It was badinthe paving of its streets, 
bad in its police management, and bad in its sani- 
tary arrangements. No one that 1 talked 
to has approached the management of 
New York in a proper spirit, regarding 
it as the shiftless outcome of squalid barbarism 
and reckless extravagance. No one is likely to do 
so, because reflections cast onthe long, narrow 
pigtrough are construed as malevolent attacks 
against the spirit and the majesty of 
the great American people aud lead 
to angry comparisons. Let, if all the 
streets of London were permanéntly torn up, and 
all the lamps were taken down, this would not 
prevent the New York streets, taken in a lump, 
from being first cousins to the Zanzibar Fore- 
shore or kin to the approaches: of a Kaffir Krawl. 

One of these days, you are , everything will 
be taken in hand and put Straight and the 
unvirtuous rulers of the city will be swept away 
by a cyclone of popular indignation. 
Everybody will unanimously elect the 
right men, will justly earn tha 
enormous _ salaries at present paid to 
inadequate aliens. At the same time the law- 
lessness ingrained by the Governors among the 
governed dur forty years of brutal levity, the 
tougbening and supplying of — morals, the 
reckless disregard for human life, bred by impo- 
tent laws and fostered by familiarity with need- 
less accidents and criminal neglect, will miracu- 
lously disappear. 

In a heathen land three things are supposed to 
*be the pillars of a moderately: decent govern- 
ment. They are: regard for human life; justice, 
criminal and civil, and good roads, Yet in this 
Christian city they think lightly of the first— 
their own papers, their own speech, and their 
own actions prove it. They buy and sell the sec- 
ond at a certain price, openly and without shame. 
ane 8 apparently content to do without the 
third. 

The blame of their city evils is not altogether 
with the gentlemen, chiefly of foreign extraction, 
who control the city. These find the people made 
to their hand, a lawless breed ready to wink at 
one evasion of the law if they may profit by 
another, and in tLeir rare hours of leisure con- 
tent tosmile over the details of a clever fraud.

FOR RAPID SHIPMENTS OF FRUIT. 


Plans to Transport California Products to 
Chicago in 108 Hours. 

E. L. Goodsell, a fruit merchant, known in 
the East and on the Pacific coast, who has 
ong been working to secure more rapi 
transportation for the deciduous fruit 
shipments of California to 
East, was in Chicago yesterday. 
He has just deen informed that the 
railroad companies east of Ogden have prom- 
ised a service which will put the California 
fruit market in a position never before at- 
tained. Mr. Goodsell says the Union Pacitic 
company, after consultation with the Chicago 
and Northwestern and the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul companies, has made this 
proposition to the Southern Pacific company: 

The Southern Pacific shall schedule a special 
fruit freight to leave Sacramento at 6 p. m. daily 
and be turned over to the Union Pacific at Ogden 
thirty-six hours later. In consideration of this

COUNT 
UNCLE SAM’S AGENTS FINGERING 
VAST SUMS OF MONEY. 


Big Stocks of Gold and Silver Coin and 
Piles of Greenbacks Thumbed Over in 
the Chicago Subtreasury Office—An In- 
ventory Preceding the Induction Into 
Office of John R. Tanner—How the Ex- 
perts Are Handling Over $14,000,000— 
Nearly a Week's Work to Be Done. 


Big stacks of gold and silver coin. were 
pulled from their musty shelves in the Sub- 
treasury yesterday aud great piles of paper 
money were thumbed over and counted with 
a rapidity sufficient to make the average bank 
teller nervous. 

The click, click of the precious yellow and 
white coins as they were drawn from their 
canvas bags by the handfuls and counted 
could be heard throughout the entire corridor 
on the second floor of the Government Build- 
ing. An inventory of Uncle Sam’s stock of 
money was being taken by tive experts from 
the National Capital prior to the induction 
into office of John R. Tanner, the new Sub- 
treasurer who will take hold tomorrow. 

J. F. Meline, assistant cashier in the Treas- 
ury at Washington, is in charge of the experts, 
his assistants being Geo. H. Smith, represent- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury, E. M. Me- 
Leod. W. E. Middleton, and Henry Croggan. 
These men are experts in the handling of 
money and each one has his rticular line. 
As a currency expert McLeod has few equals. 
It is said of him that he can detect a bogus 
bill ten feet ore: Rarely does he make an 
error, though if he did it would not seem 
strange considering the vast number of bills 
he handles and the rapidity with which he goes 
over them. 

Middleton is called by his acquaintances 
“the lightning money counter.“ It seems al- 
most incredible that he can be accurate in Lis 
count, so marvelously quick do his 
fingers dash in and out of the precious piles 
of silver and gold placed before him. He uses 
only the first and second fingers in sorting the 
coin,.and his * * is so great that the 
noise made by the coins is one long hum as 
the metal stides off the wooden counter, 
Croggan is a coin detective and the cleverest 
in the United States. By means of a small 
pair of scales adjusted to a fractional nicety he 
is enabled todiscover in a second the exact 
umount of wear and tear of coin under exam- 
ination. In a trice the coin is flipped off the 
scales and another takes its place. This count- 
ingand weigh will continue for several 
days to come; at least until over $14,000,000 in 
gold, silver, and currency is gone over. 


The Kind of Money Handled, 


The exact amount and kind of money now 
in the subtreasury are given as follows: 
Currency, $4,500,000; gold, $6,600,000; sil- 
ver dollars, $1,200;000; fractional silver coin, 
000, and the remainder in canceled obli- 
gations. Of the gold, $2,000,000 is in $5 pieces, 
making in all 400,000 separate coins which 
Mr. Croggan will have to weigh one at a time. 
This money, before bemg counted piece by 
piece, is kept in canvas bags which are 
weighed. Any discrepancy in the weight 
caused by the wear and tear is recorded and 
the Secretary of the Treasury notified. Con- 
gress is then appealed to and the deficiency 
made good by appropriation. All hard money 
is treated in the same manner. ,

TRASK ADDRESSES THE COURT, 


He Tells Why Sentence ‘Should Not Be 
Passed—No New Trial. 

Edward A. Trask, the swindler, was denied 
a new trial by Judge Baker yesterday. The 
sentence of the court, however, was staid for 
one week to allow Attorney Moore to perfect 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. Trask was 

‘convicted of passing fraudulent paper and the 
jury fixed his penalty at eighteen years in the 
penitentiary, the limit for the crime being 
twenty years. An affidavit was filed by Trask 
alleging that he had not had fair treatment at 
the hands of the court. This aroused Judge 
-Baker’s choler and he said: Every state- 
ment in that affidavit is a lie. I am surprised 
that the attorney in the case would allow such 
a document to bedrawn.”’ 
Attorney Moore begged the pardon of the 
court and disclaimed all knowledge of the 
document. A new trial was asked on the 
grounds of an excessive verdict, error in the 
indictinent, and the alleged unfair stetewents 
of the Assistant States’-Attorney before the 
jury. Judge Baker held the grounds insuf- 
ficient and asked Trask what he had to say 
why sentence should not be pronounced, In 
reply Trask spoke forty minutes, His ad- 
dress to the court wasclever. It was a sar- 
castic and bitter arraignment of the court, the 
State’s-Attorney’s office, and the criminal 
courts of the State. 

A motion for a new trial for James Briscoe 
was overruled by Judge Baker yesterday, -and 
the defendant was sentenced to twenty years 
in the penitentiary, The motion was made in 
the burglary case on the habitual count of 
which Briscoe was given twenty years under 
the law. It was the second trial of the case. 
On the former trial the jury ignored the ha- 
bitual count. Attorney,Sullivan held that this 
tact was iu effect an acquittal on the habitual 
count of the indictment and a bar to another 
. The case will be taken to the Supreme

1T IS NOT A rUBLIC ITSTiTUTION. 


Why the House of the Good Shepherd Re- 
fused Inspection to the Alliance 

The report of the committee of the Woman’s 
Alliance regarding ita visit to the House of 
the Good Shepherd and the refusal to permit 
the members to go through the institution is 
treated as of little consequence by the sisters. 

“When those women eame here,” said 
Sister Philomena, is. now in charge of 
the house, the Mother Superior was not in, 
and I had no authority to grant their request. 
They took possession of our front room with- 
out permission or invitation, but we had no 
objection to that. When the Mother Superior 
arrived she also refused their requests. 
This convent is a private institution and 
strangers have no more right to insist on 
going through it than they would to look into 
the life and household management of a pri- 
vate family. Iknew none of the womea and 
did not know by what authority they should 
come here. Fine clothes and professions do 
not always make tender souls or desirable ac- 
quaintances. Only very rarely do we admit 
persons to go through this institution. and 
the strongest and best reason for the refusal 
is that most of the poor creatures here are op- 
posed to being seen by or exhibited to out- 
siders. Many Lere are sent by their parents 
quietly, and it would be an outrage to expose 
them to the recognition and comments of the 
public. They are especially opposed to see- 
ing women come around, thinking probably 
they would afterwards be most talked about. 

But you have young women sent to you 
by the police courts, and therefore you are in 
a measure a public institution?“

WILL NOT AFFECT CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 


The Faribault System in Operation in but 
: Two Towns, 

The reported condemnation by the Pope of 
the “‘ Faribault system will not affect Chi- 
cago.

Fred Douglass Discusses the Treatment of 
His Race in the South, 

Frederick Douglass, the colored ex-Minister 
to Hayti, was at the Palmer House yesterday, 
having come here as Worid's Fair Commis- 
sioner from Hayti. Mr. Douglass discussed 
the World’s Fair and the treatment of his race 
in the South. On the latter subject Mr. Doug- 
lass expressed himself with great vehemence. 

„If these outrages continue, he said, the 
colored man will turn chemist and study how 
the great destructive agencies of modern times 
are made, and then there will be trouble. Ihe 
Anarchists are not the only people who can 
make and throw bombs. The horror of lynch- 
ing innocent colored men must cease. There 
is no excuse for lynch law in the South. Ifa 
colored man is guilty of an assault upon a 
woman or child there is na possibility of 


justice being cheated. 8 and jury 
never believe as the law declares that 
a colored man is innocent until proven 


\ guilty, and he must prove himself innocent in- 
stead of defending himself. 


There is no 
doubt in my mind that more innocent men 
are lynched than those who are guilty. I can- 
not believe that the negro of the South 1 
more vicious now than he was during the 
war, when ‘the rebels went to fight the battles 
of the Confederacy and left their women and 
children at home with their slaves. Not one 
case of a criminal assault by a negro during 
the war has been reported, and that is pretty 
good proof that the negro is not the brute the 
Southern whites say he is. But something 
must be done to stop these Southern out- 
rages, something to stop this cry for blood.

inent manufacturer of flavormg extracts, 
“but I don’t believe anybody intends to 
corner the market. It wou:d be a pretty hard 
zob, if not an im ible one, because if quo- 
tations got too high vanillin would be sub- 
stituted. It is a chemical production. Its 
basis is the inner bark of a certain tree, and 
its flavor is almost the same as that of the 
vanilla bean; so like it, in fact, that none but 
experts can tell the difference. But, of course, 
there is a difference, and so long as 
Mexican bean is low it will continue to be 
used for choice extracts and perfumes.”’ 

The vanilla bean of commerce is a brown 
pod about the thickness of a lead pencil and 
ten inches long. Its flavor clings for hours to 
the fingers of any one handling it. When first 
plucked the pod is an inch or two in diam- 
eter. The bean is a product of Mexico. At- 
tempts have been made to cultivate it in other 
sections of the world, Southern California 
among the rest. But the delicious flavor of 
the Mexican product has not yet been equaled 
in any of these experiments, After the beans 
are plucked from the vinge they are hurried to 
curers throughout Mexico. These men, of 
whom there are but a small number, use the 
same process, but with varying degrees of 
skill. Some of them have reputations which 
extend all over the world. The curing opera- 
tion is performed mainly by the sun. The 
beans are exposed in the morning and taken 
indoors at night every day tor three 
of four weeks. They are treated tu frequent 
baths in pure olive oil and other preparations 
are used besides, Gradually they shrivelto a 
fraction of their natural size and finally when 
they are pronounced ready they are bound 
tightly into bundles weighing a pound. These 
bundles look like packages of wheeling 
stogies when they reach the coast at the 
middie of April each year.

introducing the Crown Prince in the Army 

The Emperor had an uneventful week at 
Potsdam until yesterday’s ceremonial of in- 
troducing the Crown Prince into the army. 
Under a bitter cold wind and a sharp fall of 
sleet the imperial family, leading Generals, 
officers of state, and foreign miltitary repre- 
sentatives assembled at Potsdam. The foot 
guards were formed in open square in the 
Lustgarten. The Crown Prince took his posi- 
tion as a Lieutenant on the right of his com- 
pany. The Emperor, drawing his sword, 
took command of the regiment and delivered 
a short but animated speech, in which he told 
the men that he confided his son to their care. 
He relied upon hie son and his comrades to 
continue the honorable traditions of the regi- 
ment. 

The troops, led by the Crown Prince, then 
marched past the palace, where the Empress, 
surrounded by a group of ladies, was watch- 
ing the spectacle of her son’s installation as an 
officer from a window overlooking the square. 
The Emperor will go to Dantzic on May 15, 
where he will view the garrison and launch a 
cruiser that has been built at the imperial 
dock. 

Fear the Emigration Commission’s Work. 

An incident has just occurred that proves 
the growing dread here of the efficiency of the 
American Emigration Commission. Solomon 
Gunfeld of Turkish birth, living in the 
United States, sent to his wife. who resides in 
Galicia, a ticket and money to allow of ber 
joining him in America, The German author. 
ities refused to permit her to pass the frontier. 
Gunfeld appealed to Mr. Blaine, the Ameri- 
ean Secretary of State, who instructed Mr. 
Phelps, the American Mmister here, to 
do what he could in the case, 
although Gunfeld’s wife was not an American 
citizen and had no positive right to assert. As 
a result of the informal negotiations the Ger- 
man authorities refused to allow her to pass 
for fear that the Emigration Com mission would 
send her back under some excuse, 


An unofficial hint was given that if Mr.’ 


Phelps would guarantee against the enforced 
return of Mrs. Gunfeld, she would be allowed 
to proceed, and this assisted in a settlement of 
the dilemma. She started yesterday for Dal- 
las, Tex. — ; 

Another peculiar citizen case is that of a 
Jew, Leopold Neufeldt, who has just left here 
for Warsaw, his native town. He had been a 
prosperous wine merchant, in Baltimore, 
where he married and became a citizen. His 
father, who was wealthy, died in Warsaw and 
Neufeldt came to look after his inheritance of 
200,000 rubles. His brothers did not desire 
that he should have a share of the money and 
prevailed upon the Russian Consul to refuse 
to viss his passport because he was a 
Jew. Neufeldt appealed to Mr. Charles 
Emory Smith, the American Minister at 
St. Petersburg, for a permit which would 
probably have been obtdined to allow him to 
enter Russia as an American citizen. Sud. 
denly Neufeidt ohang d his mind and applied 
to the Russian authorities for a passport as a 
Russian, renouncing his American rights, and 
got the document. Those familiar with 
Warsaw fear that Neufeldt will find it easier 
to enter than to leave. He is liable to be 
exiled to Siberia for becoming a foreign citi- 
zen without the assent of the Czar. . 


The Emperor, who is a strong Prot- 
estant, was greatly incensed at what he re- 
garded as his sister’s mfidelity. He attributed 
her conversion largely to the counsels «f the 
Queen and Empress Frederick, and he has 
not forgiven them for their interference. ‘Yet, 
in face of all this, it would seem that one ob- 
ject of the Czar’s much talked of visit to Ber- 
lin may be the arrangement of a royal mar- 
riage, presumably involving the secession of 
another Prussian Princess to the orthodox 
Greek faith. If a match between Princess 
Margaret and the Czarowitz is concluded, the 
Protestants may mourn, but politicians in 
general will not sympathize with them. Paris 
Vaut bien une messe, said Henry of Navarre, 
and the moral of the Bearnais famous utter- 
ance will no doubt be applied to the’ case of 
‘Princess Ma t. 

After it has long been directed by a handful 
of more or less honest and responsible agitat- 
ors, the anti-Jewish movement has now as- 
sumed a serious and regular character whith 
will unquestionably add vastly to ite impor- 
tance. Ninety members of the Conservative 
party—that is to say, of the party which is 
likely to predominate in Prussian politics for 
some years to come—have resolved to include 
anti-Semitism in their program; nor is it at 
the instigation of Hof-Frediger Stoecker and 
other Jew-baiters that they have come to this 
determination. The men who have instituted 
the new crusade have rank and influence, 
among them being such men as the Baron 
von Rauchhaupt. the coming Cabinet Minis- 
ter, and Baron von Wackerbarth, the rising 
light who, sume think, will soon be the leader 
of the Conservatives, 

Some at least of the members of the present 
ministry are known to favor anti-Semitism, 
while other prominent public men and a large 
proportion cf the masses will not oppose it. 
The movement, whether it be just 
or unjust, can hardly fail to have 
epeedy and far-reaching consequences, 
for, though the government may now and 
then disregard the wishes of the Conserva- 
tives, it cannot rule for any length of time un- 
less it is prepared to go over bodily to the Lib- 
erals, and the Conservatives have declared 
war on Judaism. Among other straws which 
show how the tide is running I may mention 
the fact that the Minister of Public Worship 
has ordered the directors of the Berlin high 
schools to inform him how many of their pu- 
pils are Jews and how many of these Jews 
are exempted from religious classes. Dr. 
Stoecker has all along advocated a partial 
elimination of the Jews from. Christian 
schools, in which he thinks they act as an un- 
holy leaven, and this new move of the govern- 
ment must please him. 

The government has wisely resolved not to

Vienha Cabmen Have Struck.

Susan Clark Guilty of Manslaughter.

INCENDIARY SPEECHES MADE, 


Several Arrests Made for Talking Against 
the Present Government of Brasil. 
Rro Janzrno, April 11.—Day before yester- 
day there was a demonstration in honor of 
Gen. Floriano Peixoto, and yesterday friends 
of Gen. Deodoro, who had just returned from 
Petropolis, where he had gone to convalesce, 
resolved to have a demonstration in celebra- 
tion of his supposed recovery. Accordingly 
a little after 7 they. set out for the Rue do 
Senador Vergueiro, where Gen. oro re- 
sides. On arriving at their destination, how- 
ever, they found the General too ill to re. 
ceive them, but several speeches said to be 
violent were made to them frouf the windows 
of the house. Among the speakers was the 
Bahia Congressman, Dr. Seabra, and the 
editor of the opposition journal, the 
Combate, Pardal Mallet. It is reported that 
the speakers even told the crowd that Peixoto 
was not the President; that the real President 
is Deodoro, and urged them to go to the 
Itamaraty Palace and “expel the usurper.” 
On the return the crowd stopped at police 
headquarters, where they eheered Deodoro 
and groaned for Peixoto. They then went to 
the barracks of the Seventh Battalion of In- 
fantry. It appears that their cheers were here 
answered, but that all the iers remained

THE PREVENTION OF SMOKE. 


The Organization Being Dependent for Sup- 
port. Upon the Public, Prgsident Lath- 
rop Issues a Call for Contributions—Ke- 
sults of the Wark as Shown by the Sec- 
retary’s Detailed Statement—Most People 
Seen Express Willingness to Adopt the 


Suggestions Made. 7 

In an open letter to the public Bryan Lath- 
rop, President of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke, says that the experience of the 
society seems to indicate that 75 per cent of 
the smoke nuisance in Chicago can be abated 
by the methods which the society has so far 
pursued, of an appeal to the offenders, ac- 
companied by a clear statement of à prac- 
tienbie remedy. After having demonstrated 

the feasibility of suppressing smoke in 75 per 
- cent of the cases investigated, there is little 
reason, he thinks, to doubt that all or nearly 
all of the remaining cases can be cured by a 
vigorous prosecution of those who willfully 
violate the health ordinance. 
The directors of the society believe that the 
smoke nuisance ean be almost entirely abated 
wi resort to any more expensive fuels 
than those now in common use. Having the 
hearty sympathy and codperation of the city 
officials they believe that with the expenditure 
of $40,000 they will be able within the next 
two years to effect a substantial abatement of 
the smoke nuisance. The society has no 
source of income except voluntary contribu- 
tions, and it rests with the people of Chicago 
to determine whether it shall contimue to 
prosecute its work vigorously and successfully. 
The larger the fund at the disposal of the 
society, it is urged, the shorter the time which 
will be required to abate the smoke nuisance. 
All who are interested in the cure of the evil 
are asked to send contributions to Mr. Frank- 
lin H. Head, Treasurer, at the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, Chicago. 
The Secretary’s Report. 

The report of the Secretary shows that the

THE 1 LESSON OF THE FLOODS. 
The heavy rains of last week have caused 
the greatest flood known in this neighborhood 


since 1881. The swollen waters of the Des- 


plaines broke through the Ogden dam and 
forced their way along the South Branch and 
the main river to the lake, carrying before 
them quantities of sewage, tha accumu- 
lation of weeks and months, But for this 
heaping up of pewage in the river and its 
branches the only effect of the Desplaines 
flood would. be to discolor but not to poison 
the shore waters of the Jake. 

The practical lesson to be drawn from the 
present state of affairs is: first, that were 
there adrainage channel with a capacity of 
300,000 cubic feet a minute the present flood 
would do no harm; and second, that if there 
were a channel with a capacity of 600,000 cubic 
feet a minute, such as the Cooleyites are anx- 
ious to construct, the waters of the Desplaines 
would find their way to the lake through the 
Chicago River, as they are doing now. Ifa 
ehannel witha capacity of 300,000 cubic feet 
had been in use for the last year there would 
have been no accumulated filth in the river or 


its branches. Thesewage would have been 


carried off down the Desplaines and the IIli- 
nois day by day. There would have been no 
deposits to be swept out into the lake. The 
water taken from the present crib would have 
been discolored from the soil of the prairies, 
but it would not have been unhealthy. 

The Drainage Trustees have been stating 
that it was essential that the storm waters of 
the Desplaines should not make their way into 
the Chicago River, and have been promising 
that they would not, after they had made their 
double-capacity cut through the rock. After 
they had viewed the floods and had satisfied 


themselves that about 800,000 cubic feet per 


minute were flowing past Riverside, they an- 
nounced that a drainage channel with a ca- 
pacity of 1,200,000 cubic feet would not have 
prevented an overflow into the Chicago River. 
President Wenter declared that it would be 
better if the capacity of the cut they are going 
to make were a million cubic feet a minute 
instead of 600, 000. 

It appears from the confession of the 
trustees that a 600,000-foot channel will not do 
what they said it would—carry off the storm 
waters of the Desplaines. It is certain that 
they have neither the money nor the authority 
to make a channel with a greater capacity. If 
one were cut with a capacity for 600,000 cubic 
feet, once in every ten years or so there will 
be a big freshet’ in the Desplaines, and its 
waters will pour into the lake via the Chicago 
River, If the channel had a capacity of only, 
800,000 cubic feet the same thing would hap-

THE ELECTRIC FORCE. 
A quarter of a century ago the electric cur- 


ver. It was then known by a few that the 
mysterious force could be made to exhibit it- 
self either as heat, light, or. power, and here 


pose it possible that ere many years had flown 
by electricity would be accumulated cheaply 
enough to make it commercially available. 
Already this dream is realized, though not to 
the extent we may expect it to be in the near 
future. Electricity is used as the motive 
power 
many a traction line, some 4 per 
cent .of the street railroad mileage 
of the United States being operated by it. 
Long since spoken of as an illuminant des- 
tined to displace gas itis more than fulfilling 
that promise, one-third of the current now 
sold in New York bemg used for motive 
power. It is extensively in use for welding 
and brazing, and found to work wonders in 
critical cases where immediate repairs to a 
screw propeller or a steam engine may be a 
question of life or death. In the hands of the 
chemist it is equally poteat. It has revolu- 
tionized the manufacture of aluminum, turned 
into valuable product millions of tons of ore 
previously regarded as waste, has recently 
been applied to the obtaining of caustic 
potash and bleaching powder, and yet it has 
but just begun to show what it can do. Al- 
most each day some new use for it or some 
fresh method of applying its tremendous en- 
ergy in ministering to the wants of man is 
discovered. 

A quarter of a century ago it was reasoned 
that electricity could never take the place of 


its production was at least six times more 
costly than the coal required to produce an 
equal quantity of force. Then the galvanic 
battery was displaced by the dynamo, the lat- 
ter drawing its force directly from the con-

But no mere will o“ the wisp agray Of claimed 
facts and principles will suffice helpfully to 
spread their faith among those thinking per- 
sons who do not at present accept it. Those 
thinkers will not incline to consider the chas- 
ing of rainbows as a paying pursuit, because 
it is described or partially conducted at the 
same time that important events are occur- 
ring in connection with the great Fair. 

Few intelligent people are dispused to deny 
that there are some phenomena connected 
with so-called spiritualism that are not yet 
fully explained. But many of those ad vanced 
have been proven to be nothing more than jug- 
glings with the senses, such as are practiced 
by the professors of prestidigitation on the 
stage, and perhaps there is room for suspicion 
with regard to the rest.. Thus far it has hardly 
been proven that any of the so-called manifes- 
tations which some hold are evidences of sep- 
arate spirit entity are anything more sub- 
stantial than dreams. Some of those visions 
of the night have impressed themselves so 
forcibly op the mind as to remain with the in- 
dividual for years afterwards and then puzzle 
him to decide that they were not actual wak- 
ing experiences. It is not difficult to sup- 
pose that equally vivid and durable ideas 
may cross the mentality of a highly sus, 
ceptible organism while apparently it is not 
wrapped in slumber, though in company with 
others who may neither see nor feel more 
than Queen Gertrude did when Hamlet 
thought he saw the ghost of his dead, father 
stalk across the chamber. 

Those to whom such a suggestion + 4 plausi- 
ble would not seriously oppose the proposi- 
tion that it is of no more use to try to investi- 
gate the one than the other. Thiere are many 
things about dreams that c@anot be satis- 
factorily explained by the pb‘ysician who talks 
of an overloaded stomach va the one case or 
an unduly burdened memory of waking events 
in another. But that fact does not prove that 
there is any prospect, of success in the effort 
to construct a philosophy of dreams, 
by means of which the individual gen- 
erally if not’ always can trace a con- 
nection between them and the exterior world. 
Time was when these dreams were accepted 
as equal if value to gospel verities. They 
were recorded as trustworthy prognostications 
of coming events, which by that means cast 
their shadows before, and more than one sys- 
tem of faith was confessedly built upon them, 
as witness those of Mohammed and Sweden- 
borg. A portion of the world is sufficiently 
wige today to reject such claims if made now, 
gud it is by no means certain that human 


nature isso much more highly spiritualized 
than in past ages to permit the receiving of 


impressions from the spiritual world (if any 
such there be) to which their forefathers were 
insensible. It goes without saying that the. 
scientific mentality of teday does not lend a 


"kindly ear to the claim that certain men in the 


past saw spirits and heard them talk. 

The probability is that the speeches made at 
the proposed congreds will not throw any ad- 
ditional light upon these things which live 
in the penumbra that separates the intellectu- 
ality of life from the utter darkness of the 
tomb beyond. Yet it is not impossible that 
the discussion will set mahy persons to think- 
ing on the subject who have hitherto given it 
only a passing glance, and thus resultin a 
wider understanding by the many if nota 
better comprehension of it by the few who 
have already supposed themselves to have 
investigated it. In that case, even though 
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AN ANCIENT BABYLONIAN CALENDAR: 

* Attthe March meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences at Vienna Dr.. Edward Mahler re- 
ported the finding of a complete calendar used 
By the ancient Babylonians. Its fotindation is 
the lunar cycle of nineteen years, which is 
named after Meton, and widely if not gener- 
ally supposed to have originated among the 
Greeks. It agrees precisely with the Hebrew 
calendar in designating as leap years of 384 
days each the third, sixth, eighth, eleventh, 
fourteenth, sixteenth, and nineteenth of the 
eyele, the other twelve being common years 
of 354 or 355 days. Any lingering doubt in 
regard to the adoption of this calendar 
from Babylonia into Palestine is removed 
by the fact that as early as the oy of 
Ezra the Scribe the Jewish names/of the 
(lunar) months were changed from the 
Hebrew Abib, Sif, Bul, eto., into the pure- 
ly Assyrian forms «Nissen, Tyar, Sivan, etc. 
There is, however, reason to believe that the 
formal count was not adopted by the Hebrews 
prior to the third century after Christ, as up 
to that time the High Court of Palestine had 
claimed the right to proclaim the day of new 
moon by the testimony of witnesses to the 
fact that they had seen the slender crescent, 
the appearance of which was proof that che 
moon had changed. Dr. Mahler seems to 
think that the reason for this apparent delay 
to the time of Hillel II., in the third century 
of our era, is an indication that the feasts in 
Israel, which were the particular objects of 
the calendar, were much older than the Baby- 
lonian exile, and that religious scruples pre- 
vailed for some centuries against a change 
which might result in some of the feasts being 
observed on different days to those ordained 
by Moses. 

Yet this consideration cannot reasonably be 
held to prove anything of the sort. The argu- 
ment is reduced to an exceedingly slender one 
by the recent discovery of a record to the ef- 
fect that certain astronomers in the Babylon- 
ian observatory had vainly watched during 
three or four days for an eclipse of the sun. 
As they must have known that such eclipse 
could only occur at the time of actual moon 
change, it is evident that they did not know 
when the (lunar) month would begin, and it 
may be inferred that thedate was fixed among 
them in the same way as it was several cent- 
uries later by the Jews. The Babyloniar 
knowledge of the cycle in fact could at best 
have been but a tudely approximate one. 
True, they stated * correctly to within about 
an hour and a half, but that must have been 
for the simple reason that its length differed 
from nineteen years, by only that smali quan- 
tity. Probably they woul have called it 
nineteen years, though the statement were 
several days in error. 


There is not at present any satisfactory 


proof that the Jews, as a people in Palestine, 
had a set calendar for the determination of 
Sabbaths or other feast days previous to the 


latter part of the sixth century, B. C., when a | 


few thousand Jews who had been in slavery it 
Babylon were allowed by Cyrus to go to Je 
rusalem. The claim in the Jewish books that 
such observances were in force several cent- 
uries earlier is not real proof if there be rea- 
son to doubt that those histeries were not 
written till the fifth century.

the helm of this establishment. To be sure I 
had been in Paris but once before and had 
heard only a summer performance at the 
Opera, but notwithstanding the season I could 
not excuse the laxity of all — be- 
hind the curtain and in the orchestra. Those 
were days (1889) when Miss Emma Eames 
was learning how to act Juliet. What critical 
judges have written concerning performahces 
at the Opera in recent years leads me to think 
that in 1889 I saw a very fair sample of the 
way opera was given in Paris, whatever the 
season of year. ‘Associating himself with M. 
Colonne the new director of the Paris Opera 
has inaugurated a new order of things in all 
departments. The performance of Faust 
of which I write was magnificent.

The success of Wer- 
ther in Vienna gives him much pleasure, 
I note with interest the announcement in 


the Paris Herald that Ethelbert Nevin is giv- 


ing pianoforte talks on the Niebelungen 
dramas. Mr. Nevin, who is one cf the most 
spo taneous lyrists of the younger school of 
American composers, formerly a pianoforte 
pupil of Klindworth, is in Paris studying, I 
believe, with Massenet. 

The Orient Express from Paris east is a 
luxury. The compartment cars are a parlor 
and sleeper combined and the train ensemble 
includes a dining-car. A speed is maintained 
most gratifying to an American forced for a 
while to endure European slowness. This 
train bore me to Munich, where I herd two 
musical 8 of interest. The Court 
Opera of the Bavarian Capital is proud of its 
history, which is brilliant with artistic suc- 
cesses ; those of recent years being associated 
with Wagner and his generous patron, Lud- 
wig Il. Today the ensemble of the Court 
Opera reflects Wagner’s spirit of thorough- 
ness and his desire for artistic truth. The 
orchestra and chorus can be highly praised, 
and, as it was my good fortune to see per- 
formed a work which makes large demands 
onthe resources andtaste of the stage me- 
chanic, the painter, and costumer,I am en- 
abled to write strongly of their collective suc- 
cess, for, while I have seeu grander spectacles 
I remember no stage scenes more beautiful 
or artistic than the apotheosis in St. Eliza- 
beth, as shown in Munich. St. Elizabeth 
was originally written as a cantata and in this 
form was given some years ago in the United 
States. The adaptation for dramatic r- 
formance was an afterthought, and, I 
believe, was not completed uptil after 
Liszt’s death, though the plan had his sanc- 
tion. I cannot think of an opera manager in 
our country daring to produce St. Elizabeth. 
It is hardly theatrical. By this I do not mean 
that it is not pictorial. It is distinctly at- 
tractive from the pictorial side, but they are 


-reposeful, serene pictures, save the tableau 


representing the departure of the Crusaders, 
the musical theme of which is an ancient 
melody of the Crusaders. The element of re- 
pose dominates the opera, and this, I fear, 
would cause its rejection by an American 
manager. But in artistic Munich it proves a 
most happy selection. In Germany perform- 
ances of the work have been frequent. though 
not numerous. The most interesting single 
assumption of the performance un- 
der notice was Frl. Oressler's Eliz- 
abeth. Pilgrims to Bayreuth will re- 
call the charm of her Eva in “Die 
Meistersinger. Elizabeth 16 a more dra- 
matie part and shows another side of the most 
pleasing of the younger women opera-singers 
of Germany. It is three years since I heard 
Frl. Dressler in Bayreuth, and while it may be 
that the bloom of her voice is somewhat gone, 
her approach to artistic maturity has been 
rapid. Other good conceptions were the Lud- 
wig of Herr Brucks and the Sofie of Frau Vogl, 
the last named, however, while a physical re- 
ality, is but a vocal memory. uch credit 
for the excellence of this performance of 
Liszt’s beautiful work 18 due the conductor, 
Herr Fischer, the second conductor of the 
erer.

„Few people know,” said the man of a rem- 
iniscent turn of mind, “that Orlando Jones 
graduated at Cambridge and started out on a 

romising professional career as a lawyer in 

ashington. It was the revelation of his 
family antecedents. which drove Orlando 
Jones out of Washington society, out of lucra- 
tive practice, and finally out of his profession, 
and then out of town. There are few pub- 
lic men wha were in Washington durmg 
Granit’s term, or, earlier, who have not 
heard of Old Jones,“ who ran a restaurant 
and a grogshop in à familiar sporting quar- 
ter of the capital. Jones had four sons, 
all of whom turned outto be nctorious gam- 
blers. In 1878 the Jones brothers’ faro bank 
was one of the best patronized in Washington. 
It stood on the corner of Thirteenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue, at the east end of 
what was known as Rum row. Rum row was 
a line of rum and gambling shops extending 
along Pennsylvania avenue and ending at 
Fourteenth street in another notorious place 
kept by ‘Doc’ Palmer. The Washington 
Press club now occupies the suite where 
‘Doc’ Palmer’s gambling paraphernalia 
used to be stored. In both of these establish- 
ments some of the most prominent statesmen 
of the day took regular turns at ‘ bucking the 


tiger.’ 
When the gambling fever had a firm hold 
on Washington there were three notorious lo- 
calities where gambling went on at full blast. 
They were known as Rum row, Murderers’ 
Bay. and Hell's Bottom. Murderers’ Bay was 
the most notorious gif these. It acquired its 
title because a series vPappalling murders had 
been committed witain its limits during a 
short period of time. It extended to the very 
foot of the Whité lot, which is now a part of 
the Presidintial grounds. In those days the 
old canal ran up through the locality 
and its borders were lined with drooping 
willows, and it was in the gloom and shadow 
of these surroundings that most of these 
fiendish murders were committed. Murder- 
ers’ Bay was a product of the war and was a 
rendezvous for the worst characters in the 
army and the hangers-on, who always fol- 
lowed in its wake, at the time when the sol- 
diers were cam in Washington. Gradually 
the profligate whites dis the colored 
tenants in that region, and the latter repaired 
to a section in the’ northern part of the city 
called, because of its peculiar topography, 
Hell's Bottom, where they reigned unmo- 
lested for a long time as a counter-irritant to 
Murderers’ Bay. 

Hell's Bottom became so notorious in the 
course of time — r detail of mounted 
police was put ovef it day and night to check 
the growth of crime. Rum row fronted on 
Pennsylvania avenue, In its center was the 
old National Theater Building, and with this 
single exception the rest of the entire locality 
was given over to gambli rooms. Three 
large houses running day and night 
caught nearly all the large fish, such 
as the diplomats and politicians. Jones’ 
place was rai frequently when the 
crusade began against the gambling houses 
before it was finally driven out. Some dig 
fish were caught in this pool. Once a proml- 
nent Senator was arrested there and taken to 
the police station, where the Sergeant refused 
to accept his word as to his identity or release 
him on his own recognizance, and as the Sen- 
ator couldn’t afford to inform his friends of 
his predicament he remained in the station 
over night. Another story is related of two 
diplomats and a Senator who were in 
- * Palmer's place one night when it 
was raided, escaped by jumping 
out of the back window and hiding in a coal- 
bin. As the place was kept under surveillance 
almost night and day the diplomats ad the 
Senator remained in hiding until driven out 
by hunger, when they managed to escape by 
crawling out of a coal hole, blackened with 
soot and coal dust, and hailing a neighboring 
cab closed the dobrs and’ were driven home

IF NOT A DREAM WHAT WAS IT? 


The Uncanny Tale Which Is Told by a 
Women Who Lives Out West.

In 1885, at a cost of $25,000 for cutting a 
main drainage channel between the canals 
Tanah and Gabada, 30,000 acres, water-logged 
and worthless from salt infiltrations, were 
reclaimed. In 1886 a new head channel was 
given to the Kurtamia Canal at a cost once 
for all of less than 510.000, thus saving an an- 

‘nual outlay of $7,500 for silt-clearance. 
Samana Canal had been neglected for twenty 
years and all the lower portion of the tract it 
should have supplied with water had been 
thrown out of cultivation and was inhabited 
by a few Bedouins, but a judicious expendi- 
ture of $15,000 on the canal brought back into 

ati acres, and the deserted vil- 
lages are all rebuilt. To.clear the Sahel Canal 
of silt each year used to require 18,000 men 
working for forty days, but by a junc- 
tion canal and a siphon the canal now 
clears itself—or, in other words, by an ex- 
penditure once for all of $27,000, an annual 
saving of $35,000 has been effected. One of 
the results of the work ‘of the Irrigation De- 
partment is that, since 1884, the average an- 
nual yield of cotton has been 150,000 tons 

greater than in five years preceding 1884, 

representing a value of over $4.000,000 yearly, 
exclusive of the cotton seed. The cotton crop 
of 1891 in Egypt was the largest ever known.

No Land for Foreigners in Russi. 

The following are the principal provisions of 
the new scheme which the Russian Minister of 
the Interior has prepared with the view of re- 
stricting the settlement of foreigners in Rus- 
sia, and will soon be submitted to che Council 
of the empire for adoption. The measure will 
prohibit foreigners from acquiring land in 
Russia outside towns, while those already pos- 
sessing such property will be required to adopt 
Russian nationality within three years or sell 
their’estates and leave the country. The Minis- 
ter of the Interior will, however, empow ered 
in some cases to permit foreigners to purchase 
land in the empire outside the towns, this conces-

New Schemes for Providing for Visitors to 
the Exposition Are Advanced. 

Following the announcement of the Park 

Columbia project for building cottages on the

Fisher tract at Seventy-ninth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue for use during the World's 
Fair season comes the announcement of a 
number of similar projects of more or less 
importance. They are being planned on the 
cooperative basis, which is peculiarly attractive 
to investors of small means. One of these 
schemes provides for the construction of an 
extensive temporary hotel on State street, 
just south of Sixty-first street. A company, 
headed by George F. Child of a local real 
estate firm, has been incorporated with a 
capital stock of $250,000 to lease the necessary 
land for a site and to construct a three-story 
frame building. The site chosen is land 
owned by the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad company. It has a front- 
age of 450 feet and is 180 feet deep. It is just 
twenty-five feet south of the viaduct, which 
extends across Englewood from State street 
to Wentworth avenue, The rental to be paid 
for a two-year lease of this land is $10.000. 
The building to be constructed will be irregu- 
lar in shape, with long wings arranged around 
a center court. The features of the buiiding 
wili be a long series of porches and the 
nursery, which will be built fo accommodate 
the children of visitors to the Fair grounds, 
The promoters intend to interest members of 
the Christian church in the scheme and se- 
cure the patronage of visitors from all parts 
of the country of this devomination. 

Another temporary hotel in Englewood is 
among the possibilities. A large holding run- 
ning through from Wentworth avenue to La 
Salle street. between Maple and Sixtieth 
streets, has been kept vacant for years on ac- 
count of some litigation, It has a frontage 
of 450 feet. on two streets.

John Habberton Telis How the “Dry” Sun- 
days Are No More, for the Order Goes 
Forth That Anybody May sell Liquor— 
Anna Dickinson Still Lives—Noblemen 
of New York—A Lesson from the Grant 
Movument—Treasures of Art-Men with 
New Ideas. 

New Yorx, May 5.—[ Special Correspond- 
ence. ]—There seems to be a fear in the rviing 
circles of this city that a new broom not only 
t weeps clean but that it is possible for it to 


sweep altogether too clean. For years the. 


Sunday liquor law has been as dead in this 
city as the old law against profanity, but 
when Inspector Byrnes was made Police Su- 
perintendent a fortnight ago he went to work 
on the old-fashioned supposition that laws 
were made to be enforced, so during the first 
Sunday of -his régime the bibulous public 
went dry toan extent never befure known, 
and the customary Monday morning list of 
„drunks“ at the police courts dwindled to a 
mere corporal’s guard. As one Sunday is 
worth more than the other six days of the 
week to any rumseller there was a generai 
how! of disapprobation, and as Tammany had 
ordered that contributions from the liquor 
trade shall no longer be paid to policemen, 
Tammany saw a probability of much possible 
cash siipping away. Orders were therefore 
given over the Superintendent's head that po- 
licemen should no longer go about in civil- 
ians’ clothes to collect evidence against rum- 
sellers. The plan worked entirely to the sat- 
isfaction of the dealers, the dripke*s, and 
Tammany, last Sunday having been as wet 
a day as any within the memory of responsi- 
ble soasers. However angry Byrnes may have 
been he kept his temper outwardly, merely 
saying that if he couldn’t use men out of uni- 
form he would see what he could do without 
them, and as he ‘has outwitted many rogues 
assly as any in Tammany, there is a great 
deal of curiosity as to what will happen next 
Sunday. There are high moral societies upon 
whom he may safely call for volunteer de- 
tectives, and he could get thousands of men of 
character to do the same sort of work should 
he want them, but all it will amount to in the 
end will be some big profanity and small 
fines. The courts before whom the arrested 
men will come are all controlled by Tam- 
many, and the Excise Board, which can re- 
voke a dealer’s license tor cause, is a tool of 
the same irresponsible organization. A num- 
ber of disreputable houses have been raided 
recently, and the public is wondering how 
soon and through what quibble Tammany 
will extend over them also its protecting arm. 
An organization which exists solely for the 
purpose of making money is not going to lose 
so valuable a source of income as the houses 
at which immoral persons of both sexes meet 
one another.

One big museum of art, followmg the custom 
of individuals, has just celebrated the com- 
pletion of its spring housecleaning by giving a 
big reception and displaying its new treasures.

military officers of high This 
seeming misfortune to a great 
run of tuck, for she returned to the 
lecture platform and made fame and money 
steadily fur ten years. She lost many thou- 
sands of old admirers when she left the plat- 
form, but none of them knew that 
her change of business came about 
principally through an act of friend- 
ship. The story, as she herself toid it 
to me, was as follows: Early in the fall of 
1872, after the Democrats and dissatisfied Re- 
publicans had nominated Horace Greeley for 
the Presidency, Greeley himself asked her to 
come to New York and take part in a mass- 
meeting in his interest. At this time she was 
booked to deliver a hundred or more lectures 
in the season which had just begun. She re- 
sponded to Greeley’s request, her speech was 


telegraphed throughout the country, and with- 


in a week her lecture engagements were can- 
celed by scores, so that there were scarcely 
any left. This incident satisfied her that 
Greeley would not become President, but this 
— amg wasn’t an offset to her financial 
088. : 

She lost friends again through her avowed 
belief that Henry Ward Beecher was guilty of 
the offense charged against him by Theodore 
Tilten, and another section of admirers de- 
serted her when she went upon the stage, for 
she was of Quaker blood and breeding; besides, 
there seems no sympathy in any lecture 
audience with the theater, and Miss Dickinson 
had made her fame on the platform. Her 
failure on the stage was a severe blow to her 
aspirations, for she was passionately fond of 
the drama and knew far more about it than 
some men and women who succeeded. A great 
many dramatic critics whoseverely condemned 
her acting spoke in high praise of the plays 
she wrote and believed that she would some 
day score a great success as a dramatist. She 
has been untiring with her pen for several 
years, and if ever she publishes her recollec- 
tions she can tell more interesting stories of 
the great men of a great period than any other 
American woman. Dyspepsia, the curse of 
almost every intense nature, has been trying 
to claim her as its own, but she still has all of 
her natural spirit, nerve, and force, and will

AMPLE FIRE PROTECTION AT THE FAIR. 


No Apparent Grounds for Fault-Finding— 
Improvements Being Made, 

There has been a little fault-finding about 
the provision for fire protection at the World’s 
Fair grounds, but the fault-finders apparently 
are neither familiar with the situation there 
nordo they represent the feeling of under- 
writers generally. It is complained that the 
quality of the fire apparatus there is not good 
and that it ought to be purchased under the 
supervision of Chief Swenie in order to insure 
satisfactory appliances. These objections 
seem to have back of them, more than any- 
thing else, the disappointment of some hose- 
dealers who failed to secure contracts for 
their goods. As a mater of fact samples of 
the hose purchased have been inspected by 
Chief Swenie and are of a quality approved by 
him. The size is the 2 — Chicago size, 
fitted to couplings made from templets fur- 
nished by Chief Swenie. 

It must be remembered that our arrange- 
ments now are in a measure of a temporary 
character,” said Mr. Breckenridge, who is at 
the head of the World's Fair insurance depart- 
ment.

commodate the rapidly increasmg congrega- 
tion. This wasdone and the chapel so far 
completed that the first service was held 
there in 1889, and the main auditori- 
um of the magnificent new church was 
occupied for the first time m October 
of the following year. It was then thought 
that with a seating capacity of 800 this room 
would give ample accommodations for several 
years, but before the end of the first year the 
continued and rapid increase again forced the 
conviction that more room must be provided 
in the very near future. When the General

Substitution of Glass, 


The substitution of glass by a new chemically 
prepared substance, the details of which have 
lately been published, appears to have taken a 
definité form and is expected to take its place 
among the practical industries. It is produced 
by dissolving from four to eight parts of collodion 
wool in about 100 parts, by weight, of 

of alcohol. or acetic ether, and 
are intimately combined from 
2to4percent of castor oil or other oil that is 
non-resinous, and 4 to 10 per cent of Canada bal- 
sam orsome other soft resin balsam. This com- 
und, when poured upon a pase plate and sub- 
ected ta the drying action of a current of air of 
about 50° Cent., solidifies in a comparatively 
short time into a transparent, glass-like sheet or 
plate, the 8 of which may be regulated as 
uired, The sheet or plate obtained in 
t manner is found to possess sub- 
stantially the same properties as glass, it being 
capable of N action of salts and alkali 
and of dilated acids, being also transparent like 
lass, and is without any odor. On the other 
and, the peculiar advantage is claimed for this 
new article of being pliable or flexible, and in- 
2 very considerable dégree, and an 
additional quality in its favor is that its inflam- 
mapility is much less than the ordinary collodion 
substitutes.

* REVOLT AGAINST HELL.” 


The Omaha Conference May Take the Min- 
neapolia Divine to Task for His Utter- 
ances— His Views Are Antagonistic to 
the Methodist Interpretation of Eschato- 
logical Doctrines—His Idea of Some of 

the Causes of the Rebellion Agalüst 
the Tenet af Retribution. 


There is a strong possibility that the general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which meets at Omaha Monday, will find it- 


expression of the doctrinal views of one of the 
ablest exponents of the Methodist faith in the 
Northwest. Ihe direct cause of the prospect- 
ive trouble is an address delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. Holman of the Hennepin Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Minneapolis 
before the meeting of the Methodist ministers 
The views 


which he expressed were directly antagonistic 
to the iron bound Methodist interpretation of 
hell and future punishment, and the popular 
revolt against the old school ideas, which he 
clearly oulined, places him dangerously near 
the brink of heresy. Dr. Thomas was summar- 
ily cast out of the church for point:ng out the 
enormity of the doctrine of eternal punish- 
ment, yet Dr. Holman’s direct exposition of 
the popular revolt against the old idea of 
damnation is no less explicit. Since Dr. 
Thomas’ break with the church there has 
been a visible advancement on the side of 
liberalism and for this reason prominent 
ministers are of the opinion that Dr. Holman 
will not be held to account for his libéral and 


popular ideas. 

The subject of Dr. Holman’s address, in 
which he makea his rather surprising de- 
parture from strait-laced Methodist doc- 
trinism is The Revolt Against Hell.“ In 
the course of his address he said: 

There undoubtedly exists a widespread and 

rowing popular revolt against the traditional 
—— of retribution. his revolt finds expres- 
sion in newspaper editorials, magazine articles, 
and the popular novel. It is indicated by the 
restlessness of man of the most thoughtfal and 
devout of the clergy, and by the silent but none 
the less emphatic dissent of a growing portion of 
faithful evangelical Christians. To deny the 
fact is to exhibit ignorance of the drift and tem- 
per of popular thought. To ignore it is to shut 
one’s eyes to one of the most significant signs of 
the times. Whether we sympathize or not, we 
should at least recognize the fact and seek to 
know its cause and learn its cure. 

The Pivotal Point of the Revolt. 


The speaker then sought to find the pivotal 
point upon which the popular dissent of the 
time rested, His first effort, he said, would 
be an attempt to define the traditional doc- 
trine, after which he would take up the study 
of the popular revolt against it. The greatest 
difficulty in such a task was that the doctrine 
of retribution was closely allied to certain doc- 
trines, which had long been the battle-ground 
of theology, such as the doom of the heathen 
and the future of those who die in infancy. He 
announced his intention to eliminate all such 
controverted questions and to contine himself 
to those which were held in common by Cal- 
vinist and Armenian alike, since the popular 
revolt was no less against the Armenian than 
the Calvinist. The traditional doctrine, as the 
speaker defined it, was as follows: 

Whoever in Christian lands and after arriving 
at years of discretion dies without having sur- 
rendered to the will and believed in the sacrifice 
of the historic Christ shall have his lot and part 
in hell. And he shall there suffer tortures which, 
whether they be material or spiritual, are of such 
a nature and intensity as to be aptly represented 
as the torment of unquenchable fire. And from 
this torment he shall never have surcease nor 
respite, but shall be maintained in a conscious 
existence of unceasing anguish forever and ever. 

It was not his purpose, Dr. Holman ex- 
plained, to attack or defend the doctrine, 
either from the standpoint of scriptural ex- 

Neither 


the popular thought, and the feelings which 
have largely influenced it. Although it was 
no conclusive argument against its truth, the 
doctrine, when clearly grasped and especially 
when specifically applied, was appalling. It 
might be calmly held as a part of a great 
speculative system, but the moment it became 
specifically applied it came to bea mental 
horror, 
He Offers an Illustration. 

As an illustration he cited the case of a 
young man cut off in the midst of his activi- 
ties. His life had been that of the ordinary 
non religious young men, full of generous im- 
pulses, little heroisms. and general intentions to 
do “about right.“ He had had his sins and 
his small dissipations and had jestingly put 
aside all attempts to lead him to surrender to 
God. Then the Rev. Dr. Holman said: 

Where is he? What is the future? You say itis 
not ours to judge. But that is merely dodging the 
issue. When a saint dies — say and say rightly, 
By their fruits ye shall know them. © lived a 
godly life,died inthe faith, and has gone tohis 
reward.” Now with equal certainty we may say 
that in the case before us the young man died with- 
out ever making surrender to Christ or believing in 
his sacrifice for sin. If the traditional doctrine 
be true we know as well as we know anything that 
that young man has gone trom his careless, jovial 
youth straight to a hopeless eternity of unuttera- 
ble and remediless anguish. 

Here Dr. Holman entered into a thought- 
ful discussion of the application of the doc- 
trinal principle to the given case and the 

opular theories that had necessarily risen 
rom the clash. The popular thought, he said, 
had its own way of answering the questions. It 
said that the young man was guilty of care- 
lessness and spiritual indifference; that he 
was guilty of actual sin. The speaker, how- 
ever, attempted to show that the man was not 
guilty of any transgression which would war- 
rant the infliction of such an awful and irre- 
parable misery, He insisted that the average 
man who was neither an exegete nor 
a theologian raised his protest in the name of 
the common instincts of humanity: The 
average man, the speaker said, would say: 
„No man, except he bea degraded savage, 
would dream of burning a man to death for 
any crime he might commit, and I do not be- 
lieve God, who is called Love, will condemn 
any man to the awful pain of an endless burn- 


in * 

Which protest, Dr. Holman said, does not 
rise to the dignity of an argument. but is 
simply a complete and thorough-going revolt 
of the sentiments and common human feel- 
ings. 

The reason why the doctrine which had held 
for so many years the assent of the best part 
of the civilized world had been so indignantly 
denied in the interest of mere sentiment and 
feeting, Dr. Holman said, could be found in 
certain facters of our modern life, which ex- 
erted large influence in determining modern 
dissent from traditional views. 

Due to Independence of Thought. 

First of these was the domination of indi- 
vidualism in modern thinking. Jesus Christ 
had given the world standing room for the as- 
sertion of the rights of the individual man. 
Since man was a 22 son of God and in 
him inhered the choice sublime whereby he 
makes or mars himself, he had a right to as- 
sert his independence of thought and action 
against every and all tyrannies. In this su- 
preme right of man lay entirely the overthrow 
of all tyrannies of state or creed. This doc- 
trine, which had been observed by tne 
ecclesiastical assumptions of Rome, was 
reasserted with revolutionary power by the 
Protestant Reformation. It had undoubtedly 
been carried too faf and the reaction had set 
in. It was simply Protestantism carried to 
its legitimate outcome. John Calvin had 
— — an iron pecessitarianism from which 
modern theology strenuously revolted. But 
while theologians sought to extricate man 
from the inexorabie fate taught by Calvin, 
scientists had taught that man was the prod- 
uct of natural selection and enviornment ; that 
his so-called choices were only the resultant 
forces of heredity, environment, and education 
of which he was not conscious, and that he real- 
ly was a helpless little eddy in great cosmic 
currents, which move to their mighty end, 
unconscious of him and his destiny. Dr. 
Holman continued: 

This doctrine, “ which contains so much of 
stern and tragic truth, has been so ropulari 
that it bas infected all literature and affected all 
modern life. in the crude and untrained think- 
ing of the common man, it takes on this form: I 
am what my heredity and environment make 
me. The sphere in which | am free is very, very 
limited.

Here, then, is the fact which the modern 
preacher and theologian must face.

It isa revolt which has its 
basis in neither exegesis nor philosophy, but rath- 
er in certain primal feelings of justice and pity. 
You may say, if you please, that it is mere sent]. 
mentality and gush. And yougpay be right. But 
please remember that in the lohg run sentiment 
is stronger than logic and the feelings rule men 
far more than the syllogism sentiment in the 
most dangerous antagonist ble to any insti- 
tution or law or doctrine.

If the traditional view is clearly, explicitly, and 
unmistakably taught by Jesus Christ we, who 
call ourselves Christians, must accept it. 

If it is accepted on his authority it introduces a 
difticulty and weakness into the internal evidences 
for Christianity. For the doctrine, from the 
standpoint of human intelligence, is impossible of 
reconciliation with the doctrine that God is love. 

The doctrine can never be popularly estab- 
lished by mer weignt of authority. If four-fifths 
of all the scholars and exegetes bo for it and one- 
tifth of equally schhlarly men be against it the 
popular thougut will stand with the minority for 


‘the milder view, and the popular thought would 


be right in so doing. For so long as there be even 
a chance that the doctrine is not true the Chris- 
tian should, in the interests of he Christian con- 
option of God, stand for the milder and, human- 
ly speaking. juster view. 


OBJECT TO ELECTRIC LIGHT POLES. 


Forty-sixth Street Residents in Arms 
Against the Englewood Company. 

Property-owners on the north siae of For- 
ty-sixth street, from Cottage Grove avenue to 
Michigan avenue, are arranging to make a 
vigorous protest against the Englewood Elec- 
tric Light and Power company, which is now 
engaged in placing a line of poles in front of 
their residences. The electric light company 
about noon Wednesday began the work which 
aroused the indignation of the property-own- 
ers, who immediately prutested against what 
they looked upon as an outrage. Their pro- 
testa were of no avail, however, as the foreman 
of the company’s gang was armed with the 
required permit granted by Commissioner of 
Public Works Aldrich, in pursuance of certain 
ordinances passed by the Board of Trustees of 
the Tewn of Lake July 8, 1888. and of the 
Town of Hyde Park Sept. 1, 1888. 

The discontented: property-owners take the 
stand that the ordinances on which the permit 
is based were passed four years ago, and that 
since then electric light and telephone com- 
panies have been restricted to the use of alleys 
and business streets while the better residence 
sections have been exempted from the erection 
upon them of poles and wires. 

John K. Scott was especially strong in his 
denunciation of the work,.and said he would 
stand by and shoulder his portion of the ex- 
pense to the bitter end of the fight. 

The house of J. J. Graftun at No. 619 is in 
the midst of a small forest of telegraph poles. 
Within a stone’s throw of the house there are 
at least forty poles.

The Throat’s Independent Brain. 

Philadelphia Press: Did you ever know,” 
said a well-known specialist, as he deftly inserted 
a looking-glass into the roof of the sufferer's 
mouth, that the throat has a brain of its own? 
No? I suppose few of the laity know it, but it’s a 
fact. There is a small ganglia which exercises 
direct control over the muscles of the 
throat and acts as its brain. Of course, 
it is eubservient to the genuine brain; 
but at the same time does a good deal 
of independent thinking for itself. It is very 
timid and suspicions at any strange objects that 
come near the throat. For this reason it is very 
difficult for a physician to operate on the throat. 
Before anything can be done in this direction it is 
necessary for the.operator to gain the confidence 
of the little brain t dominates it. It frequent- 
ly takes weeks before this confidence can be se- 
cured, and until it is secured it is impossible to 
operate, When the little brain is finally made to 
understand that no harm is intended it, but that 
the physician is actuated by friendly motives, it 
will submit to almost any treatment, however 
painful. 

But woe to the man who attempts rough 
treatment to the throat before gaining the little 
brain’s confidence, and in spite of its protests. 
His operations will be resented with violent 
paroxysms, first of the throat, then of the dia- 
phragm, and, ifthe operator still persists, the 
patient will be thrown into convulsions. Still 
more curious is the fact that this little brain has 
a memory, and if once frightened in this way, it 
is almost impossible to ever gain its confidence, 
no matter how gentle the operator may be.

They have deter- 
mined to exclude all impracticable and abstract 
subjects and to deal with but one sub- 
ject on which immediate legislation is 
possible. The uestion selected is hy- 
giene, and this is subdivided into three sections— 
the bygiene of the workman's food supply, the 
sanitation of the workshop and factory, and the 
hygiene of the workman's home. But as these 
are All technical problems, an appeal has been 
made to the official representatives of sanitary 
science in France to give the workmen who ad. 
here to the congress an opportunity of instructing 
themselves on these topics, and a cordial re- 
sponse has been received. A _ series of 
lectures will be delivered to the work- 
men by the greatest experts in the 
country on food and nutritien, bread, he care of 
children, sanitation at home and in workshops, 
preventable diseases, etc. Between these lectures 
object lessons will be obtained from visits to the 
sewers, the sewer farms, the disinfecting appa- 
ratus, model dwellings, the municipal analytical 
laboratory, etc. It is only after six weeks of 
such preliminary study that the congress, towards 
the end of May, will assemble and begin its delib- 
erations. About 600 workmen have already sent 
in their adhesion to the and will attend 
the lectures.

WOLFENDEN OF CHICAGO. 


He Proves the Fallacy of the Belief ty the 
Translations, Versions, and Multitudes 
of Variations—The Present Transiafion 
Made Up of a Series. of Tracts— He 
Thinks We Are Not Justified in Receiv- 
ing This Theory of the Bible by the 
Evidence. : 3 

At a recent meeting of the Baptist ministers 
the Rev. J. Wolfenden of the Fourth Baptist 

Church read a remarkable and scholarly 

paper on the Inspiration of the, Bible,“ 

which so impressed his hearers that it was dis- 
cussed at the meeting on the following Mon- 

His address was as foilows: 

As we take this book in hand we notice that 

it bears the marks of a hundred human hands 


and has been woven out of history and tradi- 
tion; that it is a strange polyglot of letters, 
stories, visions, prophecies, 


histories, and 
hymns, each bearing unmistakably the marks 


of its own age and of its author's temper 


ament, training, prejudices, and ignorance. 
And yet there are some who wax nervous and 
miserable when they hear any one insist that 
the inspired writers were properly themselves 
when they wrote. Their temperament, preju- 
dices, training, education, or the want of it, 
all telling upon their work after the order of 
nature. Not so, they say in effect if not in 
words, God spoke through those holy men as 
a man might speak through a'trampet or 
through the telephone, and the writer had 
neither part nor lot in the message, but simply 
conveyed it. And so they flatter themselves 
they have the pure word of God. 

That God is supernaturally present in the 
authorship of the book we thiuk is attested by 
a thousand proofs of. miraculous acts and 
miraculous goodness, but how the divine 
spirit came in conjunction with the human 
thought, will, and experience we know not. 
But if we insist that the very words were dic- 
tated by the Holy Spirit, we make him to 
stimulate human ignorance as well as human 
character. This appears to us. to gratui- 
tously put a weapon of offense into the 
hands of opponents to the Bible. An unten 
able position always compromises more than 
itself. Exaggerated claims provoke exagger- 
ated repudiation. We think we are not justi- 
fied in receiving this theory of verbal inspira- 
tion by the evidence which the Bible affords. 
It is indisputable that Bible writers do not de- 
fine inspiration nor say in how far they ceased 


when inspired to use their human faculties, 


and where scripture is silent human theorizing 
may ve intrusiv@le We have no authority for 
affirming doymatically that the men were in- 
spired, not the writings, or that the writings 
were inspired but not the men, or to affirm 
that because all scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God therefore every word of it was 
miraculously dictated. All this is being wise 
above what is written and prescribing human 
conditions within which alone divine revela- 
tion is possible. : 

[The fact is that Paul's second epistle to 
Timothy iii., 16 is the sols authority of those 
who assert the inspiration of the scriptures; 
and Paul must be understood as referring in 
that passage only to the writings of the Old 
(Jewish) Testament, as the New Testament 
had not then been written. But Paul did not 
assert the inspiration of all Old Testament 
scripture. In the revised version the verse 
rea@s as follows: ‘Every scripture inspired 
of God is also profitable for teaching, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction which is 
in righteousness.”” | b 

Think what this theory involves. Here we 
have a collection of tracts—tracts historical, 
poetical, didactic, ethical, epistolary tracts 
often exhibiting a mixture of all these charac- 
teristics, Every sort of character is person- 
ated; every different style of writing is em- 
ployed; every age and calling almost is rep- 
resented. They are tracts written by all man- 
ner of men, from the King to the fisherman, 
from the philosopher to the unlettered herds- 
man; trgcts produced at long intervals, from 
the earliest dawn of history—and in part even 
before it—to the period of the decline and fall 
of the Roman Empuire—tracts that have 
come down to us subject to the ac- 
cidents besetting the transmission of 
ancient manuscripts;—tracts that have 
been subject to all the disad van- 
tages of translation and a possible misappre- 
hension. In view of all this, both reason and 
justice require before we accept this 
theory of verbal inspiration; we should satisfy 
ourselves that it is given by an authority we 
cannot dispute. And from the nature of the 
case it is obvious that we must look for this 
authority only in the sacred books themselves. 
But it is an undeniable fact that not a single 
author of these writings has claimed—either 
for his own compositions or the compositions 
of others—this verbal infallibility, and that 
Jesus Christ, the greatest authority, does not 
refer to it. The most, therefore, that can be 
claimed by the advocate or conceded by the 
opponents of this — is that the Bible is 
silent on the subject. This fact alone might 
justify us in declining to accept it as a settled 
truth. But to us there seems to be abundant 
evidence relating to the history, character, 
and composition of the sacred books to 
destroy all claim to verbal inspiration. The 
state of the cbpies of Bible now extant 
show that the literal and verbal theory will not 
bear criticism. 

1, There does not exist in the world a single 
manuscript of any portion of the Old or New 
Testament which is an original autograph, 
consequen ly we have only copies or transla- 
tions of the original. 

2. There is not a copy of the Bible existing 
which is transcribed from any one manu- 
script, but all the Bibles we possess. are made 
up of transcripts from many different manu- 
scripts. 

3. The most ancient manuscripts from which 
our modern Bibles are compiled are all im- 
perfect, most of them only fragments. 

4. No manuscript extant of the Old and New 
Testaments (Greek) which we was 
written earlier than the fourth century of the 
Christian era; no manuscript of the Old Tes- 
tament (Hebrew) was written before the 
twelfth century after Christ. 

5. No two manuscripts either of the Hebrew 
or Greek Scriptures verbally agree, and there 
is not one uf them which cannot be demon- 
strated to be verbally inaccurate. 

Now, from these facts it follows that the 
very best and most complete Bible we have in 


the original tongues isa compilation made by. 


the industry and learning of uninspired men 
from many thousands of literal variations. 
The learned Bishop of Manchester, England., 
gives the number at 140,000. This being so, 


how can we reasonably maintain every word 


which is contained in pur modern Bibles is 
literally, infallibly, and unerringly inspired. 
In order that we may see more clearly the 
force and value of these facts, notice the testi- 
mony which our Bord bears. to the authority 
of the Old Testament scriptures. “ It is writ- 
ten, ‘What saith the seriptures?“ are woris 
frequently on. his lips for the purpose of con- 
cluding an argument, rebuttmg an opponent, 
or perry | a gainsayer. But it is clear to 
thy mind that although Christ fully believed 
in the sacredness and substantial truthful- 
ness of the Jewish scriptures, yet 
he nowhere leads us to think that 
he regarded them as verbally 
and literally infallible. He treats them 
asa whole as the inspired word of God, but 
never implies that they are entirely composed 
of the very words of God; indeed his treat- 
ment of those books seems to preclude the 
idea that he so regarded them. In support 
of this view let me add: 

6. That since the most ancient manuscript 
of Hebrew Scriptures is not older than the 
twelfth century after Christ, that 1s to say, was 
transcribed some 1,600 years after the latest 
of those books was originally written, it is 
quite possible that Christ had not access to 
any original autograph writings of the Old 
Testament to which he could refer, or from 
the pages of which he could make quotations. 

7. t when he did cite passages from the 
Old Testament the quotations were made, not 
in Hebrew, its original tongue, nor in Greek, 
in which the evangelist wrote his history, but 
in the Aramaic or Syro-Chaldaic vernacular, 
and re was only a translation from the 


| original. 
8. That our Lord did not use the words of 


the Hebrew scriptures, but most frequent! 
quoted from the Septuagint version, a Greek 
translation, to, have been made in 
the third century B. C., and which is acknowl-

found in it—e. g., Matt, ii., 27 viii., 35. 

13. That the Evangelists Matthew and Mark 
not unfrequently quote from the Hebrew, 
whilst Luke quotes invariably from the Sep- 


tuagint, and yet the quotations of all three’ 


often agree verbally with each other. where 
they do not harmonize either with the Hebrew 
or the Septuagint. Let it be remembered 
that the very mexact translation of the Seven- 
ty was highly reverenced by the Jews, and 
that Christ neither corrected it nor protested 
against its authority, directly or by _implica- 
tion. Nay, he constantly used it himself in 
preference to the Hebrew as the 
word of God, and throughout the 
whole of the New Testament it is far 
more frequently quoted by the 3 — 
and Apostles than the Hebrew text. From 
this it is evident that our Lord and his Apos- 
tles attached the same i:nportance and sacred- 
ness to the one as to the other, although they 
differ so frequeutly and so waterially in their 
verbiage, 4 

14. There are many statements in the He- 
brew scriptures themselves which could not 
on any conceivable hypothesis have been djc- 
tated by the Holy Spirit, not only because of 
verbal differences, but “a discrepancies, 
which are irreconcilable. Take as an example 
Second Samuel, xxiv., 1,9, 13.24: First Chron., 
xxi., 1, 5, 11, 25, These accounts may be sub- 
stantially true, but they cannot be verbally 
true. With these discrepancies how can we 
tell that the story, when originally written, 
did not differ verbally upon both these ac- 
counts? Into the many discrepancies of the 
New Testament I will not enter. It abounds 
with conclusions, hence whilst there is 
substantial truthfulness and fidelity in the 
writers, there is no claim to infallible and 
verbal accuracy. 

Perhaps I may not be wrong in stating that 
a thorough analysis of inspiration will show 
that the phenomenon has to do not with the 

hysical or historical facts or whatever may 
be open to coinmon observation and may be 
learned by ordinary means, but rather with 
religious truth and whatever is profitable for 
doctrine. It is doubtless true t in deali 
with historical and religious truths attai 
by natural means, the selection and arrange. 
ment of the materials, and the spirit that 
breathes through them, they were greatly 
helped by a wisdom superior to their own. 
When once all supernatural illumination is 
relegated to the regicn of spiritual principles, 
minor errors in the narration of facts do not 
detract from the trustworthiness of histories, 
or there would be no reliable histories in ex- 
istence. 5 

Discerning the threefold effects of inspira- 
tion, (a) in the revelation of truth, (b) of in- 
tensity of feeling, (c) in great abiding prin- 
ciples, we know we enter with them into the 
sanctuary of divine unfolding. Old truths 
become more important; truth, imperfectly 
understood, stands out clear and well defined, 
and things which unaided reason cannot dis- 
cover are revealed. It should be remembered 
that amid all the diversity of this book there 
is a divine unity. The book of Genesis is only 
the first of a long series of tracts 
produced during a long series of 
centuries, all of which, more or less, 
have the same characteristics, are in harmony 
with and bear testimony to their prototype; 
each casual in its origin, distinctive in its 
form, complete in itself, and impressed with 
the strongly-marked individuality of its au- 
thor, and yet all constituting one great and 
developing system of divine theology, growing 
with the growth of the world and widening 
with its enlarging experience, history, proph- 
ecy, sermon, and psalm all combining into 
one harmonious whole, each workman pre 
ing his contribution apart, but the whole 
brought together by the great architect and 
combined into one august and symmetrical 
temple of truth.

extra track. Fourth—On petition as above the 
company will lease premises desired in due form. 

This will be accomplished for the handling 
of this year’s crop, an open market, which 
was sought by the Dennet Warehouse bill, 
vetoed by Gov, Burke.

Sherman-Johnston Agreement. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Senator Sherman 
made a mistake in recently seeking to justify the 
agreement between his brother, the late Gen. 
Sherman, and Gen. Johnston for the surrender of 
the latter's army at the close of the war. The 
terms of that agreement amount to a 
practical recognition’ of the Confederate 
Government and a repudiation of the prin- 
ciples and objects represented by the 
Union cause. Gen. Sherman had no authority to 
negotiate a treaty of peace or even to discuss a 
question of that sort with Gen. Johnston or any 
other representative of the Confederacy. He 
acted without orders in the matter and contrary 
to military laws and regulations. It is easy to 
say that his motives were good and that he was 
anxious to bring the conflict to an end as soon 
as possibie, but that does not alter the fact of 
his plain departure from the lines of duty and pro- 
priety. He was simply the commander of an 
— whose business it was to assault the oppos- 
ing force and compel an unconditional surrender. 
instead of doing that he suspended operations 
and permitted himself to be drawn into a confer- 
ence where he was at a disadvantage in every re- 
spect. He was systematically deceived and out- 
witted, and the result was a } ame settlement that 
laced him in the attitude of surrendering to 
ohnston, so far as the vital points of the case 
were concerned. ’ 
There is no reason to believe that if Lincoln's 
life had been spared he would have indorsed such 
an agreement. He was a magnanimous man, but 
it is not at all likely that his magaanimity would 
have gone to the length of giving up all that had 
been gained and accepting a scheme of peace that 
left the victory with the enemy. His kindness , 
and forbearance would certainly have stopped 
short of conceding morethan the Confederates 
had ever asked at any previous stage of the war. 
He was not so generous and forgiving that he wouid 
have allowed the Confederates to prescribe the 
ace, which was really the effect of the Sherman- 
ohnston agreement, ere is nothing in his rec- 
ord to warrant the assumption that he would have

Business Up- Stairs. 
La Salle Street Real-Estate Agent: Have you 


noticed the number of Chicago business firms that 


have or are going to move up-stgirs this season? 
Several of the large retail dealers on State street 
have moved into the sky-scraper buildings. some 
of them going as high asthe third story. This 
is an innovation in the trades. Ten years ago you 
could not have given a business concern a room 
off the ground floor. There are several things 
which, I think, have contributed to this. One is 
that rent up-stairs is cheaper; another is that 
for a certain kind of stocks the up-stairs floors 
are preferable; again, in certain lines there 
is a sort of exclusive trade which likes to get 
away fromthe raoble, so to speak. and to this 
sort of thing many dealers cater. It is a pleasure 
to trade where you are not jammed and pulled 
and shoved by the crowd. 


Is There a Remedy in This? 

A gentleman who is interested in good travel 
and all that sort of thing in the city said to the 
writer: I notice the passage of an ordinance by 
the Couneil granting franchises for a number of 
street-railway lines and extensions. In this con- 
nection I would like to call attention to the con- 
tinued use of the single flange-rail by the street- 
car companies.

THE FINE ARTS. 


Mr. Johannes Galert is engaged at his 
studio on Oak street upon what he considers to 
be the most important sculptural work he has yet 
undertaken. The subject is one which as an 
actuality is foreign to this country, but in senti- 
ment and in spirit it is con tinually before the in- 
habitants of every great city. In Manchester and 
sume other large manufacturing cities it is the 
custom of large corporations which have work 
for more than their regular workméh to cast a 
number of tickets corresponding to the number 
of persons they wish to hire amongst the crowds 
of unemployed who are waiting. There is a 
struggle, and those who succeed in secur- 
ing tickets are eiployed for the few hours 
or day for which their services are required. This 
is what Mr. Getert is to represent in his group, 
which he will call The Struggle for Work.

The idea is a strong one, and the sculptor is 
sparing no pains in developing it, The figures 
are larger than life, and are at present modeled 
in the nude, though in the completed work they 
are to be clothed.

Several good water-colors have been re- 
ceived at Thurber's recently. One of the most in- 
teresting is a View of the Market Place in Haar- 
lem" by Klinkenburg, a Dutch artist. The fore- 
ground is in shadow. On one side of the street is 
a row of characteristic Dutch houses, and on the 
other is a large church with a number of smaller 
buildings clustered about it, while the end of the 
street is crossed by a row of gabled houses in 
bright sunlight, against which are silhouetted a 
few figures. The artist has succeeded admirably 
in catching the momentary effect of the sun 
breaking through the clouds and falling on a por- 
tion of the scene. 

There is a small, well-studied marine by Rich- 
ards showing the open sea as it appears after a 
storm when the clouds are breaking and the 
waves subsiding. It is harmonious in color and 
quiet intone. In contrast to this aretwo ma- 
rines by Weber, one showing a breezy morning 
just outside of the wharves of what appears to be 
a French fishing port, full of color and mouon; 
and the otherastermy sea white with foam, 
with a fishing boat coming ashore and others rid- 
ing at anchor in the distance. 

There are also two interesting sheep pictures 
by Brissot, Morning and Evening,“ showing 
the starting out and return of a shepherd with 
his flock, both pleasing in color and showing a 
thorough knowledge of the animals represented.

Mr. James McUormick has added to his col- 
jection at No. 202 Michigan avenue an interesting 
portrait by an American artist who achieved con- 
siderable fame in the last generation, Charles 
Loring Elliott. He was a pupil of Trumbull and 
was made a National Academician in 1846. He 
died in 1868 and left many works in important 
public and private galleries in New York, Balti- 
more, and Washington. The portrait now exhib- 
ited by Mr. McCormick is that of the artist's wife. 
a woman whose beauty is not diminished by the 
obsolete fashion of her white satin, low-necked 
dress and quaint hair-drebsing. The painting has 
the smoothness and the color and brilliancy 
which delighted our fathers, but the work shows 
the hand of an artist of ability. 

Other additions to the collection are a brilliant- 
ly painted head and bust of a young woman, with 
a bright blue satin drapery about her shoulders, 
and a picture by W. Dendy Sadler, the English 
artist, entitled Forbidden Fruit in Lent.”’ The 
latter shows a monk of robust mien seated at 
a table with a roast of beef and a bottle of wine 
before him. Standing over him is another monk 
of sallow complexion and emaciated form who is 
reprimanding him for his impiety.

Messrs. Irwin & Lane have received at 
O' Brien's gallery a picture by G. Keuhl, a Ger- 
man artist who has had considerable success in 
Paris exhibitions. It shows the interior of a 
church, evidently that of Polling, a small town 
in Bavaria much frequented by Munich artists. 
In the background is an ornate altar, and in the 
aisle is a procession of young communicants in 
their white dresses and veils, and a few other 
figures are scattered through the pews.

On his hand is a paper bearing 
the inscription, ‘“ Bataille de Rocroy,19 Mai, 
1643,” a reference te the history of the Condés, on 
which the Duke is engaged.

The Collector of the Port of New York im- 
posed a duty of 45 per cent upon a bronze statue 


of Eros, which had been purchased in London for 


$1,100, and imported by Mr. Henry G. Marquand 
of the Metropolitan Museum. This statue was 
classed as manufactured metal, Mr. Marquand 
appealed to the Board of Appraisers, who decided 
that it should be’ admitted free as an antiquity, 
as it was made about 250 B. C. The Collector in 
turn appealed to the United States Circuit Court, 
and it was decided 15 per cent duty should be 
paid on the work as a piece of metal statuary.

The question raised by Parisian artists in 
regard to the character of pigments furnished 
them by dealers has come to a deadlock. They 
had demanded that colors for oils and water 
should be tested at the laboratory of the city by 
the official analysts. The sellers of paints pro- 
tested, because if the analysts proved that fraud- 
ulent or inefficient colors were used they might 
be held responsible, whereas they claim that the 
manufacturers from whom they buy must bear 
the brunt. Whether the latter then brought 
— to bear on the analysts is not distinctly 

nown, but the chief of the city laboratory, see- 
ing that he is likely to be in the position of paint 
between the slab and the grinding-stofe, declines 
to analyze at all. He has made a diplomhtic an- 
swer to the effect that a color’s effect depends 


very much upon who lays it on canvas. The 


plan suggested by the artist Vibert in his 
interesting book, the “Science of Painting,” 
would be a simple means of settling such 
difficulties. He proposes that color men should 
be required to label all the tubes of color with the 
chemical formuls of their contents. If adulter- 
ated colors were then sold the dealers could be 
prosecuted for fraud. Pigments may be called by 
Whatever name the makers desire, but an artist 
knowing the composition of his colors would be 
secured against unstable mixtures of color except 
such as he might make through his own ignorance.
